McLaren Post McFee of LAverpool, 
who sent him funds to come to her. 

In 1888 Post came to Tacoma and 
established the Tacoma Fuilding and 
Savings Association, which soon 
opened a bank. The bank thrived 
and Post bought the Tacoma Theater 
building, just completed, and moved 
the bank into its corner store. George 
Vanderbilt bought a large block of 
stock and later saw the bank safely 
through the panic of 18938. 

Post bade a party of friends good- 
night at the entrance to a New York 
cafe, where he had entertained them 
after the theater. He spoke one 
word to his cab drtver, entered a cab 
and drove rapidly away. He pos- 
sessed considerable money, and was 
unheard from after that moment un- 
til Mrs. McFee heard from him in 
India a few weeks ago. 

One Tacoman claimed to have seen 
Post in a Paris cafe with two women 
about ten years ago. Friends first 
thought that Post had been mur- 
dered. New York was searched, but 
his cab driver could not be found. 
Later his bank’s name was changed. 
Ten years ago George and Frederick 
Vanderbilt liquidated it. 

Post originally lived near Buffalo. 
Once there he disappeared leaving 
part of his apparel on the bank of 
the Erie Canal.

The count is made by the District 
Attorney, and the auditor and chair- 
man of the Board of County Super- 
visors. Their best recollection is that 
the missing gold was contained in a 
single sack.

SACRAMENTO, Sept. ö.— An ap- 
parent need for a revision of the rates 
of taxation levied against corporations 
under the corporation tax law 
“amendment No. 1,” which was adopt- 


ed in October, 1910, has led to the tion 


commencement of a thorough and 
State-wide investigation of the taxa- 
tion situation tn California by the 
members of the State Board of Mual- 
ization. State Comptroller Nye today 
made public a circular which he is 
sending to city and county tax col- 
lectors, auditors and assessors and 
“all other interested parties,” in which 
he asks for co-operation with the 
board in the task that has been at- 
tempted, the results of which are to 
be contained in a comprehensive re- 
port to the State Legislature when it 
meets for the 1913 session. 

The recent decision of the State Su- 
preme Court in the Mulford case, de- 
daring the corporation license tax 
law and fee bill unconstitutional, Nye 
says necessarily will cause a great 
deal of work by the next session of 
the Legislature in revising the State 
revenue laws generally. This decisioa, 
says Nye, “foreshadows a radical re- 
vision of the corporation license tax 
act, if not its total repeal, and there 
are also some other conditions which 
have a serious bearing on the revenue 
situation.” 

The revision of the corporation tax 
rates, however, Nye believes, will be 
the chief subject of the legislative et- 
forts on revenue laws, And this re- 
vision, it seems indicated, will be a 
*“ evision upward” despite the protesta 
of many corporations that the taxes 
already levied under this law are ex- 
ceesive, The State requires more reve- 
nue to meet ita increasing obligations

Two Consuls Have Asked That Bur- 
ton Gibson, Executor of Szabo E. 
tata, Be Removed.

NEW YORK, Sept. 5.—Cofisular 
representatives of two foreign nations 
interested themselves today in the 
case of Burton W. Gibson, a New 
York lawyer, against whom the Aus- 
triah consulate started proceedings 
yesterday to have him removed as ex- 
ecutor of the will of Mrs. Rosa Szabo, 
a widow. She was drowned in Green- 
wood Lake, Orange county, while in 
company with Gibson, in a rowboat. 
She left an estate of about $10,000. 

According to John J. Broderick, the 
acting Consul- General for Great Brit- 
ain, Mr. Gibson was counsel and ad- 
viser for John Rice O'Neil, a British 
subject, who disappeared more than a 
year ago, after winning a $10,000 
damage suit from a railroad company 
for the loss of a leg. The British Con- 
sul made efforts months ago to trace 
O'Neill, but without aveil. 

In 1906 Gibson was counsel for Mrs. 
Alice Kinnan, who was killed in her 
home in the Bronx. The murder was 
never solved. On the recommendation 
of the Coroner’s jury Gibson was held 
in $26,000 bail pending investigation 
of the case, but he was released op -a- 
habeas corpus writ and the case’ was 
dropped.

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DEATH, GUEST AT REUNION 
"TAKES GEN. M’ARTHUR. 


While Telling His Comrades of the Events of Fifty 
Years Ago When They Left Milwaukee Together 
Doughty Warrior Succumbs With the Cry, “I Am 
Too Weak to Go On,” and Expires. 


While recalling the deeds of the 
Twenty-fourth Wisconsin Vol- 
unteers in the Atlanta campaign, 
Lieut.-Gen. Arthur MacArthur, U.S. A., 
retired, dropped dead following an 
apoplectic stroke at the last reunion 
of the regiment known as the “Cham- 
ber of Commerce” regiment in the 
University building tonight. Within 
a few minutes after the venerable 
general fell to the speaker’s platform 
in the midst of his address, Edwin B. 
Harris, a captain, and member of 
the regiment, suffered a paralytic 
Stroke on the right side from the 
shock of seeing his comrade fall, and 
had to be carried from the place. 

The old soldiers attending the re- 
union—there were about 100—fatiled 
to grasp the situation for some mo- 
ments, and then they rushed to the 
side of their fallen commander. 

They tried to rouse him, but the 
pallor of his face told them it was 
useless, that the general had fought 
his last fight, and lost. One by one 
the old soldiers turned away. They 


and wiped their eyes, then knelt by 
the side of their stricken commander 
in revérent attitude. . 

“Our Father who art in Heaven,” 
began one of the veterans, and as 
the words left his lips the others 
joined in, in a somber gathering trans- 
formed from one of merrymaking but 
a few minutes before. At the con- 
clusion of the prayer one of the sol- 
diers took an American flag from the 
wall and spread the Stars and Stripes 
over the dead commander. Slowly the 
soldiers left the hall. The reunion 
was ended. 

The general had started his address 
by telling his listeners it was exactly 
fifty years ago when he and his com- 
rades left Milwaukee on their journey 
to the front. At that time the general 
was an adjutant and but 17 years old. 
His listeners were deeply impressed 
by the generals statement that out of 
1150 members who had started away 
from their wives and sweethearts, 750 
either had died in conflict, from the 
diseases contracted in the camps on 
the march, or had passed away in 
southern prisons. 

He said the l.istory of the famous 
Twenty-fourth was too well known to

Union Trust Cannot Stand 
Prospect.

Effort to Penalize Ships Has 
Been Abandoned.

PORTLAND (Or.) Sept. 5.—[{PEx- 
clusive Dispatch.]

TO RETURN HOME 


Mewican Official Visits Cali- 
fornia to Make Plea, 


Senator Fall Absolves Ameri- 
can Capitalists of Charge. 


New Building Ordinance 
Planned for Long Beach. 


LONG BEACH, Sept. 5.— That the 
mission of Rafael Hernandez, the 
Mexican Minister now visiting in 
Long Beach is for the purpose of in- 
ducing wealthy Mexican refugees now 
staying in Southern California to re- 
turn to Mexico under promise of be- 
ing well treated by the Mexican gov- 
ernment is the opinion of Senator A. 
B. Fall, who is at the Hotel Virginia 
for a short visit with his family. 

Senator Fall was recently appeinted 

mber of a Senate Committee to 
investigate the report that American 
capital is responsible for the revolu- 
tions and rioting in Mexico. Senator 
Fall came direct from Washington 
and will be joined in a few days by 
Senator William Alden Smith, chair- 
man of the Committee on Foreign Af- 
faira, both going to Eli Paso to pursue 
their investigations. Senator Fall 
has extensive interest in Mexico and 
at one time lived in El Paso. Gen. 
Orozco was in his employ as a freight 
teamster. Senator Fall does not be- 
lieve that American capital has any- 
thing to do with the Mexican revolu- 
tion, though it may have something 
to do with its continuation. That, 
however, will be determined by the 
investigation. The Senator does not 
believe the revolution is nearing an 
end and doubts that Madero will ever 
be able to administer the Mexican 
government satisfactorily.

SNOW STORM 
IN MOUNTAINS. 


Cleghorn Canyon Visited by 
a Heavy Precipitation. 


Pioneer Weather Guessers 
Predict Rainy Season. 


German Count Is Delighted 
When Liberated, 


SAN BERNARDINO, Sept. 5.—The 
first snow of the season fell Wednes- 
day night tn Cleghorn Canyon, and 
for miles along the northern slopes 
on the San Bernardino Mountains. 
For some time the descent of the 
whiteness wag so dense that travelers 
were bewildered in trying to keep 
their course. The snow was a freak 
storm, limited to the canyon and the 
northern strip of mountains. On the 
mountain summit and in neighboring 
canyons the low pressure showed in 
a heavy hoar frost, which trans- 
formed vegetation into sparkling 
whiteness. 

Not in half a century has a snow- 
storm been known in this county so 
early in the season. For days there 
has been an evidence of lowering 
temrerature. The sun spots have 
pointed to atmospheric disturbances 
for months, and this freak snow- 
storm and a mercus climbing down 
below 40 deg., are results, it is said, 
of these strange appearances on the 
sun. 

The cold weather will do no injury, 
unless a freeze should develop, which 
is not at all likely to occur. The in- 
dications are more favorable for & 
general rain, which would break the 
strange weather period, and either 
bring another heat wave or genuine 
winter. This prediction is based up- 
on the experiences of pioneers, who 
remember weather conditions in a

RRIGATION AND DRY FARMING. 
The present land laws do not encour- 


entryman cannot obtain title except by ir- 
rigation. The object of the law is to re- 
claim arid land so as to make it produce 
crops. Some lands cannot be reclaimed 
except by irrigation. On other lands boun- 
tiful crops can be obtained by dry farming. 

Irrigation is older than modern civiliza- 
tion. The waters of the Nile, the Tigris and 
the Euphrates were used for irrigation a 
thousand years and more before the Ser- 
mon on the Mount was uttered. The Span- 
ish conquerors of South America found 
great dams and aqueducts in Peru and 
Chile and Mexico. In Arizona the survey- 
ors of the first great canal m the Salt 
River Valley could find no better route 
than to follow the ruins of an ancient Aztec 
aqueduct which supplied water to thou- 
sands of acres that had been graded for 
irrigation by some prehistoric race. The 
government of the United States has con- 
structed and is continuing to construct in 
the intermountain country great irrigating 
projects. 

The cost of these reservoirs and canals 
is properly placed upon the lands benefi- 
cially affected thereby. 

Yet there are vast semi-arid tracts wher? 
the rainfall is from eight to twenty inches 
per annum, where the land cannot be 
brought under irrigation, but where dry 


ers’ Bulletin says: 

“By means of special methods of cul- 
tivation, requiring in some instances 
special tools and implements, and by 
thé use of drought-resistant crops and 
varieties arid farming may be placed 
on @ much safer basis than heretofore. 
The fact should not be disregarded, 
however, that under semi-arid condi- 
tions without irrigation crop failures 

are bound to be much more frequent 
than in regions of adequate rainfall, and 
it is generally conceded that, in order 
to establish a permanent home on the 
dry lands of the western plains, pro- 
vision should be made for the frriga- 
tion of a small area on which vegeta- 
ble food for the family and forage for 
the stock may be grown with certainty 
every year to tide over the seasons of 
possible failures on the unirrigated por- 
tion of the farm. 

“The first essential step in dry farm- 
ing operations is to plow the ground 
deeply in order that the soi] surface 
may be made receptive to rainfall. In 
many localities it is necessary for best 

results to subsoil to a depth of as much 
as thirty inches in order to break up 
the hard layer of soil often to be found 
beneath the surface in this region. 
With the soll thus prepared, the rain- 
fall will sink rapidly to a depth of from 
a few inches to a few feet, according 

to its amount. 

“The second important thing is to 
prevent the evaporation of this rain- 
fall after it has been received into the 
soll. This is accomplished by cult! 
vating the surface of dry-farmed fields 
after each rain. The muich of pulver 
ized soil thus maintained on the field 

* acts as a protecting blanket, which 
prevents the moisture from the deeper 
inches or feet of soll from evapora 
at the surface. | 

“A third important matter is the 
selection of crops which are especially 
suitable to our climatic conditions and 
to dry-farming methods of agriculture. 
There are many crop plants, such as 
milo maize, kaffir corn, sorghum, na- 
tive varieties of maize and beans, to- 
gether with such vegetable crops as 
melons and squashes, which do well 
under our climatic conditions. These 
crops, at the proper time of year, are 

. planted down to soil moisture and then

RAILROAD TO SPOKANE. 

Final surveys have been completed 
for an entirely new railroad line between 
Spokane and Los Angeles. It will be built 
by the Harriman system, which includes the 
Oregon Railway and Navigation, the Ore 
gon Short Line, the Central Pacific and the 
Southern Pacific. It will be an almost 
straight line and will traverse fertile agri- 
cultural and fruit land, timber land, and 
mining districts. 

Between Spokane, Wash, and Lewiston, 
Idaho, there is a road already constructed. 
From Lewiston a road will be built up the 
Snake River to the tracks of the Oregon 
Short Lfhe, and thence the tracks of the 
Oregon Short Line will be used to Nampa, 

From Nampa a new line will be 
built to Winnemucca, Nev. 


narrow gauge California 
road will be used. This track is now 
changed to a standard broad gauge. 
line will be constructed from Owenyo to 
Mohave along the line of the Los Angeles 
aqueduct. At Mojave the road will strike 
the Southern Pacific track, which will be 
used into Los Angeles. 3 

The work will largely consist of connect- 
ing existing lines. 

Work has already been commenced. Two 
crews are standardizing the narrow-gauge 
line. Two crews are on the line between 
Hazen and Winnemucca. Crews will be 
placed at once on the new line on the upper 
Snake River. The completed line is prom-

NOTORIOUS “DOCTOR” 


FREE PROBATION. 


PPARENTLY deeply moved by 
Awe plea for probation made by 
“Dr.” J. A. Mead, who pleaded 
gulity some weeks ago to perform- 
ing the illegal operation which caused 
the death of little Miss Margaret 
Cross, Judge Hutton yesteday con- 
tinued the matter of sentence until 
the 17th inst. The court asked that 
the State and defense be ready with 
some additional medical authority 
that Dr. Bahrenberg, a doctor in the 
same building with Mead, be sub- 
poenaed. 
Mead, a voluble witness in his own 
behalf, pleaded with Judge Hutton 
to give him probation. The “doo- 
tor” who says he now is a real estate 
agent, took numerous tablets dur- 
ing the hearing, as he explained to 
“keep his heart action up.” He swore 
he would never have pleaded guilty 
to the charge except that he feared 
a court trial would have brought 
about his death. A little later he de- 
clared he would rather be hung than 
undergo the blot upon his name. 
Previously he has said that he pleaded 
guilty to save the county the expense 
of a trial. 

Deputy District Attorney Veitch, 
who conducted the preliminary ex- 
amination, seemed surprised at the 
course yesterday's proceedings took. 
He had obtained a confession from 
the defendant, and a plea of guilty to 
the charge of performing an illegal 
operation was made in open court. 


But, disregarding all this, Mead 
launched into an .attempted denial 
that he had performed the operation 
in question and declared that if any 
were performed it was done by 
another. The defendant declared 
that he was suffering from blood 
Poisoning at the time and with «a 
crippled ‘could not have —
